Wynne gets to know the rurals 


T he rural-urban divide is a fact of life for 

governments everywhere from New Zealand 
to British Columbia. 

Polls, election results and government decisions all need 
to be scrutinized under the rural-urban lens. 

Nowhere is the divide more evident than at Queen’s Park. 
Few jurisdictions have an urban-centric record that would 
make more than a patch on Ontario’s Liberal cloak. 
Evidence is clearest in the approach to power production. 
Under the leadership of Dalton McGuinty, the broad, 
well-researched and highly organized opposition to wind 
factory developments in rural areas was dismissed as 
nothing but NIMBYism run amok. 

Similar protests to gas plants in urban Oakville and 
Mississauga resulted in the government dumping hundreds 
of millions of relocation dollars to smooth the waters and 
buy votes for Liberal candidates. 

That waste was instrumental in ending the premier’s 
political career and shaking the Liberal party to its 
foundations. 

New Premier Kathleen Wynne’s government addressed 
the rural turbine issue this week announcing changes 
to incentives and an increased planning voice for local 
municipalities. It will take time to determine if these moves 
will solve the problems or even quiet rural opposition. 

The rural-urban divide of course long predates the 
current government in Ontario. 

In fact it may have been part of pioneer life when the 
first hewers of wood j oumeyed miles on foot to the nearest 
setdement to sell their produce and other goods. 

It’s not hard to imagine the pseudo-sophisticates of such 
setdements looking down their noses at the unkempt rural 
hicks, even whde enjoying country-raised beef roasted over 
a fire fuelled by country-cut maple and apple wood. 

The great divide has become more pronounced in part 
because of the urbanization of the population. 

A century ago, there were seven people living in the 
country for every individual in a city or town. Today more 
than half the population of the world lives in urban areas. 

For the most part they seem to pretty much ignore their 
rural neighbours. Bridging the divide will take much more 
than such baby steps. But they are a beginning.

Beach buoys thrill 
health department

WAINFLEET — Niagara's public 
health department is pretty excited over 
three buoys being deployed off beaches 
on lakes Erie and Ontario, says its envi¬ 
ronmental health director. 

The buoys, says Bjorn Christensen, 
will collect data that will be used to pre¬ 
dict whether beaches should be closed 
due to high E. coli levels. 

“We’re looking forward to see how 
they work and what the provide us 
with," says Christensen. 

The devices, deployed off Crystal 
Beach and Long Beach on Lake Erie, 
and off Lakeside Park Beach in St. 
Catharines, will measure things such as 
water temperature, conductivity, wave 
height and turbidity to land stations. 
Turbidity is the cloudiness in water 
caused by sand or other particles stirred 
up by waves. 

Data collected will be entered into a 
predictive model that Christensen says 
should be 80% to 85% accurate when it 
comes to beach closures. Beaches are 
closed once E. coli levels reach a pro¬ 
vincial standard in excess of 100 parts 
per million. 

And it's not only E. coli levels that 
may see a beach closed to swimmers. 
They may also be closed due to float¬ 
ing debris, oil, excessive weed growth, 


bad odours and general turbidity. 

infections of the ear, eye, nose, throat 
and skin, as well as cause diarrhea if 
water is ingested. 

With beach season here, Christensen 
says there may need to be some tweak¬ 
ing with the equipment on board the 
buoys, as it's nothing the health depart¬ 
ment has ever done before. 

“There may be some playing around 
with it for a bit once the buoys are in the 

Christensen says the health depart¬ 
ment consulted with colleagues in the 
Chicago and Lake Michigan area who 
have used similar technology to look at 

"The equipment is quite complex." 

With "intense surveillance" of Niagara 
beaches over the years, Christensen 
says historical data will be looked as 
well when the predictive model is used. 

"We'll still be doing water testing ... 
and lab monitoring." 

Christensen says the two buoys on 
Lake Erie were put in the water with the 
assistance of POCOMAR (Port Colbome 
Marine Auxiliary Rescue unit). 

"We were looking for people to assist 
us and they were very generous offering 
their assistance," he says.
